committee was made public today. 
Oiscussing1 the need of a big force 


and plenty of nr-iney with which to go 
after wholesale and retail bootleggers, 
Mr. Meyers declare:!*- it was "a tough 
proposition" because they were dealing 
with the worst element oi crooks in the 
country. 


It developed at the he-ariiip-s that the 
bureau would need about stv«i million 
dollars for the next fiscal year for pro- 
hibition enforcement. 
Members insist- 


ed that with the deficiency to be taken 
care of later the amount would exceed 
$9,000,000. 


Commissioner 
Williams 
ex-plained 
that the department was having1 diffi- 
culty in finding the right kind of men 
to go after violators- at the rate of pay 
offered and that they wero open to- all 
sorts of tempntion, particularly as to 
bribes.
